with confirmation nnless desired. It allows 
and encourages the nnion of extempore 
prayer with its liturgy, and values meetings 
for social worship, in which the laity parti- 
cipate, aa promoting th« spiritual growth of 
churches.

Children and invalid? nny derive delight 
from watching tlieso seeds ^Towiag in still 
ABolUerway, Pill n coaimon tumbler or 
goblet with water, cut oat a round of cot tou 
batting, or of soft thick ilanncl, of just the 
size to cover tto surface, and lay it geully 
upon the water. 
Upon Ibis scatter the
